From a shelled passenger boat 
into a leaking life-boat and from 
a life-boat into a shark-infested 
sea, thence to the hold of a Ger- 
man raider, and then a German 
prison-ship, running the British 
blockade, to France and then 
back to the United States via 
Spain and Portugal, was the 
story told by Miss May Arm- 
strong, a middle-aged missionary, 
at the Free Methodist church on 

Sunday morning. 

Miss Armstrong pictured her- 
self as a fearful woman, "born 
afraid of almost anything," and 
particularly of the ocean, but 
strangely unafraid and caJm dur- 
ing her terrible experience. This 
calm and the saving of herself 
and her companions, largely 
missionaries, she attributed to 
divine intervention. 

Her first ocean voyage, on the 
way to Africa, was in 1917, dur- 
ing the submarine campaign of 
that time. Her last trip took 
place in the spring of this year;

"Among the 200 passengers 
were 137 missionaries," she said. 
"We had been on the boat about 
four weeks when the incident 
occurred, a tew days after Easter.

Stealing: chickens is a ..'serious 
oittni'i, Donald Beemer, Beihrven, 
learned when In Newmarket police 
court Tuesday he was sentenc- 
ed by Magistrate W. F. Woodliffc 
to one ; year In prison, hard labor. 

The defendant, who last week 
was found guilty of stealing poul- 
try valued at $72 from Frank Mar- 
ritt. Keswick, had been remanded 
In custody for one week, during 
which time he made restitution. 

Asked by his worship If he had 
anything to say for himself, the 
defendant pleaded that if he were 
given "some kind of a chance" he 
"would join the army and go 
straight." 

"You have a long record," stated 
his worship, "I am going to take 
Into consideration that you have 
made restitution and I'm not going 
to give you as long a sentence as I 
had intended. However, I look at 
stealing chickens in this country 
as a serious offence," 

The 17-year-old Newmarket youth 
who spent a week in jail after he 
had been found guilty in police 
court last week of stealing $42.07 
from T. F. Doyle, Newmarket mer- 
chant, while working as delivery 
boy, was placed on probation for 
one year, 

"You will have to pay back the 
money you stole and pay costs as 
well," Magistrate Woodliffe told 
him. 

Magistrate Woodliffe placed Wei- 
don Graham, Bradford, on suspend- 
ed sentence after he found htm 
guilty of giving Lieuwe Boomstra 
Holland Marsh, a worthless cheque 
for $22.40. He had made restitu- 
tion. 

"I am taking Into consideration 
that you have never been in court 
before and am placing you on sus- 
pended sentence upon payment of 
costs," Magistrate Woodliffe told 
Mr. Graham. "Don't give any more 
worthless cheques." 

His worship dismissed a charge 
of speeding against the Star Taxi 
Ltd., Toronto, when the driver, W. 
Brown, denied that he had been in 
Newmarket on Nov. 3. He admit- 
ted tnat he had come as far as 
Aurora with a passenger but said 
that he had turned back from 
there. 

Constable Kenneth Mount, New- 
market, who took the license num- 
ber of the taxi, testified that he 
saw the car on Eagle St. and that 

the driver stopped the car at a 
relative's on that street. 

Called to the stand, Fred Waitcs, 
Aurora, told his worship that he 
had hired the taxi to bring him 
to Aurora for $3.50 and that he saw 
the car turn around at the gaso- 
line station In Aurora and head 
back to the city. 

Found guilty of dangerous driv- 
ing in the early morning of Oct. 
12, when his car was in collision 
with a freight train near the village 
of Zephyr, Gamct Risebrough, 
Mount Albert, was fined $10 and 
costs. 

"I arrived at the accne of the 
accident at about 2.30 a.m.. M testi- 
fied County Constable Ronald Watt. 
"On my arrival 1 found a ]028 car 
sitting on the north side tracks, on 
the west side of the road. Both 
head-lights and the radiator were 
smashed and the whote body of the 
car was twisted. I found out from 
the railroad agent the name of the 
owner of the car. footer I saw the 
driver, Garnet Risebrough, in York 
County hospital." 

"At what time did you sec him?" 
asked N. L. Mathews, K.C., for the 
crown. 

"Between 3 a.m. and 3.15 a.m. the 
same morning," replied the officer. 
"I questioned him regarding the 
accident and he stated that he and 
three companions had been to a 
dance at I'effcrlaw and coming 
home Uiey approached the cross- 
ing. He said that he could not see- 
the freight train until he came up 
to it. He said that he attempted 
to avoid hitting ft and went 
through the guard-rails into the 
train." 

"Did he give any explanation why 
he did not sec the train?" ques- 
tioned the ctown. 

"The only explanation he gave 
whs that he did not sec the freight 
train until he was quite close nnd 
tried to avoid hitting H ." 

Asked by the ctown If the cross- 
ing Is visible for a distance, the 
officer replied that it was. "There 
Is a 300-foot ctcniing north of the 
track, a 300-foot clearing south of 
the track and a 1,000-foot clearance 
oast nnd west," he stated. 

The officer informed his worship 
that the night waa clear with no 
fog and that when he appeared on 
the scene he could sec ahead S0O 
feet. 

Questioned as to the amount of 
damage done to the Itlsehroiigh car 
and the extent of the injuries huk- 
taincd by the passengers. Constable 
Watt said that the defendant had 
received Injuries to his forehead 
and bonds, and that John i«unau, 
a passenger, had to have medical 
attention at the hospital for cuts 
about tho mouth. He stated that 
the other passengers hud received 
but minor injuries. The car was 
damaged to the extent of $160. 

When called to the stand, Mr. 
Risebrough told his worship that 
tho night had been foggy and that 
ho did not sea the train until he 
was about ten feet away. Ho said 
that he hod been driving at about 
25 miles an hour. 

"I never saw the train until I wus 
right on It," ho stated. "1 put on 
my brakes but it was too late." 

According to John Lunnu, one of 
tho pn.ssungers, there is brush on 
either side of the road. He said 
that ho saw the train about the 
same time as the defendant saw it 
ami called out, "there Is a I rain." 
He said that when Mr. Risebrough 
put on tho brakes the car went 
to the right, broke off two guard- 
rails and hit the train. 

Roy Luimu, another passenger In 
the defendant's car nt the time of 
the uccldcnt, testified that the 
place where tho accident occurred 
Im usually foggy, as it Is "n low wet 
swamp." 

According to Herbert Curtis, 
Barrio, conductor of the freight 
train, the accident occurred nt tho 
second crossing south of Zephyr, 
which Is a water station. Ho snld 
that he did not see the defendant's 
car beforo the collision, but that 
later, after the accident, ho oaw 
two passengers get out of the de- 
fendant's car and that they said 
that they had been asleep. He 
(stated that the car collided with

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MINISTERS ATTEND MEETING 

Among tho United church min- 
isters residing in Aurora who 
attended the meeting of the Tor- 
onto enntre presbytery at West- 
minister Central United church, 
Toronto, on Tuesday, were Rev. 
Roy Hicks, Rev u A. C. Hoffman, 
Rev. W. J, Stewart and Rev. W. A* 
Westcott, 
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hear If this meant anything. 
Then e^me an, unmistakable 
shock. The electric lights went 
out. -• - 

"I thought it was an air-raid. 
We had been told to remain in 
our cabins in case of an air-raid, 
I passed the time putting on 
warm clothing, but I couldn't 
find my Blockings in the dark- 
ness. The shelling continued for 
ten minutes, and if you want to 
know how long ten minutes is 
that'is the way to find out. 

"We went on deck to find that 
a surface- raider had been attack- 
ing. The grim raider stood there 
in the darkness. The lifeboat 
that I was supposed to get in 
hung in shreds. A passenger in 
the cabin next to us, a tobacco 
merchant, had been badly in- 
jured. A second lifeboat on our 

aide of the ship was shot to 

pieces. 

"Another lifeboat was hanging 
half way to the water. I can't re- 
member how I got close enough 
to the lifeboat to jump into it, 
as I was told to do. Someone 
caught me. After the boat was 
lowered the water began to 
come In. This boat too had been 
damaged* 

"A missionary mother in an- 
other damaged lifeboat had had 
a difficult time in getting life- 
belts on ail her six children. 
The children would take them off 

almost as fast as she put them 
on. She was carrying the young- 
est child, 20 months old, in her 
arms. Their boat capsized and 
they were thrown into the 
water. The baby's lifebelt came 
off and she had to hold the baby 
herself. She told the children to 
hold hands in a circle around 
her, so that they would stay to- 
gether She told them to keep 
their mouths closed and to pray. 
"There was no officer in our 
boat. One of the missionary men 
took charge. The water was 
coming in. There was only one 
baling tin. He told us to take 
our shoes or our hats and all to 
bale. I took off my one shoe and 
lost it. I took off the other and 
baled with it until the water 
came up so that most of us had 
to jump out. 

"Two mothers with children 
and some older women were 
able to stay in the boat safely. 
We had kapok lifebelts which 
would be water-logged and use- 
less in 12 to 24 hours. I had on 
no shoes or stockings, and the 
waters were shark-infested, I 
was confident that God was 
keeping the sharks from us. 

"1 had no thought of being 
rescued but I stiil had that 
'peace which passeth under- 
standing.' A raft was thrown off 
ihe ZamZtim, and some climbed 
on it. It capsized and some 
climbed back. 

"I remained in the water. We 
all sang that hymn, 'Jesus never 
fails/ I couldn't see anyone. J 
heard my name called, t looked 
around and saw a Norwegian 
nurse* We made an effort to 
get together and then held hands. 

"We heard a motorboat. We 
knew it must be from the Ger-

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This is a lovely November 
morn. We have spent the night 

away up the Gatineau. This 

house Is almost on the bank of 

the riven 

To this same parsonage have 
come many ministers down 
through the- years. In turn their 

children have grown up and 

gone out to fill a large place in 
the services of this fair domin- 
ion'. Our bedroom window looks 

towards the southeast, giving us 

a good view of the Gatineau. 

As I looked out this morning 

I saw the large body of pulp- 
wood logs making their way 

down the river. All night long 

while we were sleeping these 

logs went sailing past. It was 
most interesting to wake up and 
watch them. As I did so, I sud- 
denly recalled a phrase of Nellie 

McClung's which I remember so 

well, "Nature hath her own Red 

Cross," and it helped me to coin 
another, "Nature hath her own 

transportation." 

The logs go solo, in duets, in 

trios and larger groups. They 

just cling together like ivy to the 
old garden wall. When I re* 
marked to friends how they 
hurry on downstream I heard 
one say, "any dead fish can go 
with the stream/' True, it can, 
but isn't it good they do? Thus 
they are washed out to sea and 
do not become a nuisance. The 
best of life isn't always rowing 
against the stream. One enjoys 
floating." 

Down the way a little the 
river bends and some of the Jogs 
lock in the bend. There they 
hook on to one another and 
interesting formations take place. 

Most interesting is the number of 

letters of the alphabet which 
are formed. 

Today we drove down the 
highway by the riverside as far 
as Ottawa, What a magnificent 
drive! The trees, of course, were 
minus their autumnal shading, 
but the scene nevertheless was 






sheet of mirror, reflecting the 

hills and evergreens which stood 

sentinel on the opposite side. 
The distant hills told their own 

story of the ages and as one 

thought of the strong defence 

they would offer against the on- 
slaught of a Hitler, the psalm- 
ist's words became familiar, "I 
to the hills will lift mine eyes 

from whence cometh my help." 
As we drove along it was ex- 
citing to see the loggers walk- 
ing the boom which they were 

attempting to form. I am told 

that soon the logs will be stop- 
ped in view of "freeze up'', so 
the men are busy catching them 
and forming large booms, and 
hurrying their movement. 

Along the highway there is 

much transportation— truckloads 
of lumber and truckloads of 
wood hurrying to the city and 
empty trucks hurrying back to 
be reloaded. In the little village 

where wc are staying the high- 
way, waterway and railway meet 
and all are busy carrying great 
loads to and fro. Some of it is 
scaled and secret movement, hav- 
ing to do with the country's war 

interest. Whilst the movement of 

wood is in plain view of all and 
sundry yet it is a patriotic func- 
tion to use it, relieving shipping 
for other purposes than trans- 
porting coal. 

A hurried drive around the 
capital and wc ventured the 

return journey north. What an 

appreciation one had of the 

charm of Canada, set in glorious 

sunshine on a fair November 
day. 

When sun rays crown thy pine

As military regulations forbid us 
to relate very little news of army 
Ufa, 1 shall outline briefly a pleas- 
ant nine rials' leave wblch my 
friend and I spent fn Scotland, and 
from which 1 have Just returned. 

My friend and f chose a very 

pretty coastal town. Wick In North 
Scotland, as our ultimate destin- 
ation, ft constituted a twenty.four 
hour trip from fx>ndon, covering a 
dlKtaiiC'! of about six hundred and 
fifty mites. The trip wag very 
pleasant with something of fresh 

Interest almcKt every mile of the 

Journey. 

Our fellow passengers. retOKulz- 

Ing us tsh Canadians, made the trip 

very Interesting for us by pofuting 

out to us places of historic Interest. 

and by sharing with us their 

lunches. 

Scotland lg a very rolling, and 

In the northern part, mountainous 
country. Small lakes and streams 
Intercepted by bush and shrub 

areas make the country very pic* 
turesque. There are also vast areas 
of sheep pastures covered with the 
Scotch heather wblch, unfortunate- 
ly, was past Its bloom. 

What wo found of particular in- 
terest wan the perfect masonry of 

their stone fences enclosing their 
sheep pastures, and the perfect 
symmetry of their grain or corn 
Mucks clothing the landscape lit all

fisherman husband before retiring. 

In the morning we learned that 

! ; fbe wns going by bus lo her broth- 

'C-, ier'a farm to do the housework, bo 

; v that his wife could give much need' 

cd help with the harvest, as her 
--brother was short-handed. My 

:; friend and I accompanied her, and 
borrowing old clothes from her hro- 

/ '/their, we became farmers for two 

: '. days until his corn was completely 



stacked. 

Although we found these two 
days a bit strenuous, we enjoyed 

them thoroughly. The sraln was 
hauled in high carts propelled by 
one horse, and each hauling a load 
about one third of an average Can- 
adian load. The grain or corn was 
put in cylindrical!/ shaped stacks 
brought to a point at the top that 

would split a raindrop. A pole up 

the centre served as a guide for the 
plumb. 

In the evening we were enter- 
tained with the bagpipes and many 
| of the old Scotch dances and songs 
sung and danced by their twelve- 
yearold daughter and her mother. 

As a special treat for their Canad- 
ian guests, we had corn on the cob 

on two occasions, a treat t would 

gladly do two days* work for any 
day. 'What I found most signifi- 
cant of the character of these peo- 
ple was their sincere faith In Cod 
revealed In their .bed-time devotions 
each evening. 

As the head of the house, each 
night, placed the cores of his 
household In the hands of ills 
•Master, and declared himself ready 
for whatever sacrifices that might 
be required of him. one could not 
help but sense a source of strength 

In these people against wblch even 

the strategy and accumulated 
power of Hitler cannot prevail. 

As we said good-bye to these 

people, wc recognized In * their 

knuckle-cruihlng handshakes, and 

their "Owl JjIck* you and your wife 

and chiluns" it friendliness and 

sincerity that Is as old and sound 
as the hltlK and valleys surround- 
ing thorn. Incidentally It whk prov- 
ed some hour later, that the pre- 
valent proverb of Bcotch conserva- 
tion nnd f*lo*cncKs Ih obviously a 
myth, when on opening my testa- 
ment I found between the pages on 
which was written the verse "The 
labourer Is worthy of his hire." two 
ten shilling note*, -My friend found 
a similar stipend In his uddrcits 
book. 

The balance of our leave was 

spent In various instalments In 

Inverness, Kdinhurxh and Glasgow 
where we visited ancient castles, 
points of historic interest, and in 
amusing ourselves us wo felt In* 
clined. 

The last two days of our leave 
we spent visiting our relatives near 
Manchester where we found KnJC* 
Hsh hospitality as sincere as the 
Scotch, Oil the Inst day of my 
leave. In spite of much damage 

from bombs In Manchester, t was 
able to sco through the klndness.of 
a friend, points of Interest In Man- 
chester. 
! returned from leave to tho 

monotonous regular routine of 

army life rested, with tho memory 

of beautiful Scotland and Kngland, 

and tho kindness and hospitality of 
their peoples deeply Imbedded In 

my soul. I also returned to the 

duties of army life feeling that It Is 

an honour to be engaged in the de- 
fence of tho democracies of these 
people as well as my own.

"When we think of European 
countries we are very glad that 
we have had N.H.S. to prepare 

us for university or direct entry

Mr. Bosworth spoke of the

After recalling his own bare- 
foot days, and bent-pin fishing 
days, Dr. A. C- Lewis, principal 

of University of Toronto Schools, 
Toronto, went on to speak of the 

war. 

"For the second time in the 
brief history of some of us comes 
a call to do our duty," he said. 
"If I am to judge by the co- 
operation the students of this 
high school are giving their 

teachers, I haven't any fear at all 

but that the young people of 
Newmarket will know how to 
make correct decisions. 

"Students should pause at this 
time to reflect on all their par- 
ents have done for them," was 
another statement. 

"Slowly we are being drawn 
into the vortex of war and 
sooner or later we will be all of 

us drawn into it," said Dr. Lewis. 
"I didn't come here to urge you 
to serve in the armed forces, for 
that is a person's own business. 
"We have a debt lo our fore- 
fathers who came over to this 
country to gain freedom. For 
1,000 years people had been 
fighting in Britain to get that 

freedom. Are wc going to let go 
of this freedom we have? 

"We're on the verge of losing 
our civilization, and if wc don't 
lose it it will mean that we have 
all given our total effort. Let 
us so act that those who come 
after us will not say that we 
were lazy and soft and let their 
freedom slip, and that they will 

not have to endure centuries of 
slavery."

Where did the very familiar | and 

saying, "I'll be there in two min- J seal 

utes," or "We can do it in two 
minutes," come from? rt's true 
one^ can concentrate a great deal 
?f joy, sorrow, decision or fear 

into the space of two minutes, 
and now, once a year, there is a 
two minutes into which we 

crowd the recollection of 23 

years. 

There is something thrilling 

and poignant, something solemn 
and severe and yet serene and 
beautiful in the two-minute sil- 
ence we observe on Armistice 

day. In that two minutes a 

great picture is spread before us 

— in the forefront the boys who 
marched away, heads high, eyes 
holding the vision of freedom for 
all men; then the battlefields- 
horrible as all battlefields are, 

yet holding the glory of unselfish 
service and sacrificial splendor | 
amid their sordidness; then tho 
"crosses, row on row," where lies 

the silent army that yet lives 

and speaks to our hearts. 

Then we see some of the lads 

who marched away returning — 
older— showing the marks of the 
fiery furnace through which 
they have passed, but still hope- 
ful—feeling they held high the 
torch flung to them by their 

comrades who sleep well "in 
Flanders Fields." 

And there is in the picture the 
scene of another kind of battle- 
field that those who came back 
had to face. There was no glory 
in this fight— it was the struggle 
to survive indeed— but against a 
civilian population which had 
crowded out the men who fought 
and died for them. Some fell by 
the wayside, some struggled on 
and lived— if existence be living 
—and some regained a foothold 
and picked up the threads of 
life again, to weave them into a 
new pattern. 

Last of all, as the picture fades, 
we see the boys who have 
donned the king's uniform and 
like young crusaders, are going 

forth to conquer a Holy Land 

where freedom, peace, decency 
and worship reign. It is a pic- 
ture of sharp contrasts and one 

which does not fade with age. 

They say that a drowning per- 
son sees his life pass before 

him — I think in those two min- 
utes on Armistice day we realize 

that nothing dies — that our 
armies in the first Great war 
laid the foundations on which wc 
must build when "Cease Fire!" 
sounds again. 

It has seemed to some people 
in the strange, uncertain lull be- 
tween the two conflicts that the 
sacrifices and sadnesses, the 

devastation and misery of the 
last war was just a terrible 
waste — no real purpose served — 
there was nothing conclusive. 
People who argued like that for- 
got that no real sacrifice was 

ever in vain. 

The sacrifice on Calvary was 
in a small, unimportant country 

and it changed the whole world; 
the sacrifice of those who gave 
their lives for what they believed 
was a holy and just cause has 

helped lo keep that world safe 
and sane, even when the powers 
of evil were beginning to weave 
black threads into the woof of 

time. 

This year the outward obser- 
vance of Armistice day was for- 
bidden in France, hut haven't 
you felt that if forbidden to do 

anything you thought you ought 

to <lo the thought of it sank 

deeper nnd deeper into your 

heart and was cherished os some- 
thing infinitely dear. 

German repression of all nat- 
ural instincts of religion, of free- 
dom of speech and equality of 

opportunity will, in the end, bo 
her undoing. Anything effer- 
vescent, when too tightly 
corked, will blow out- the cork

enough to get on a list and get there, that he has "not received 
anything nor has anything been promised (him) directly or 
indirectly to induce (him) to vote at this election or for loss 
of time, travelling expenses, hire of conveyance or any service 
whatever connected with this election."
